How Well-Known Firms Have 
Expanded Output and Exports 


(From a Special Correspondent) 


HEN THE AUTONOMOUS CAREER of Northern Ireland within the United Kingdom 
W rasa: in 1921, its industrial record was already considerable and it was serving markets all 

over the world. Its linen and engineering industries were established, and from its 
agriculture came a steady surplus of foodstuffs for the British table, It was, however, becoming 
clear that industrial expansion was necessary and that the local was too d t upon 
three main industries. The Government of Northern Ireland has increasingly the need for 
expansion into new fields of production and has been carrying out an extensive programme - 
described in this Journal last week - of Government assistance for the attraction of new industries, 
To be ‘famous for linen and ships’ was not enough. At the same time, however, the Government 
never lost sight of the importance to Northern Ireland of its traditional industries which, indeed, are 
still the most important. 

For some time after the outbreak of war an td ie ce ee 
in linen so as to raise dollars, but in May 1941 it was decided that all manufacture for civilian 
requirements must stop. From then until the end of the war linen was produced entirely for the 
fighting and civil defence services. Despite this lengthy and drastic i theme om 
and the linen industry made a most creditable return to its markets. Likewise, 
the shipbuilding, aircraft and engineering industries ceased normal production and switched to war 
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work, and then demonstrated their flexibility in reverting to civilian 
work with the minimum of delay. 


Expansion of External Trade 


Official figures show that Northern Ireland’s industry as a whole 
has developed substantially as compared both with the pre-war 
position and the immediate post-war years. Some idea of the expansion 
in trade that has occurred is given by the following figures. The esti- 
mated annual value of the total imports and exports (including re- 
exports) from and to Northern Ireland for the five years from 1936 
until 1940 was approximately £114,000,000; for the $ years 
immediately following the second world war this umped 
to £328,000,000; in 1955 it reached the huge total of 363,000,000. 
The average annual value of exports for the five years from 1936 until 
1940 was £54,000,000, whereas the corresponding figure for the 
year 1955 was £267,000,000 -five times as great. Part of these 
increases is of course due to higher prices, but the figures clearly 
indicate that a substantial increase in the real value of the has 
taken place. Looked at quantitatively the figures tell a similar story. 
During 1946 exports of manufactured goods and agricultural produce 
from the principal ports of Northern Ireland amounted to 860,000 
tons: during 1955 this had risen to 1, 250,000 tons — an increase of 
45 per cent. in 10 years. 


The above figures relate to the total imports and exports and 
include the very substantial trade between Northern Ireland and the 
rest of the United Kingdom. 

Manufactured goods to the value of £35 million are sent annually 
from Northern Ireland to places outside the United Kingdom, the 
main item in these exports being linen. The value of linen goods 
exported from Northern Ireland averages over £17 million a year, of 
which £7 million goes to the United States of America, and £1 million 
to Canada, the equivalent of 22 million dollars annually. Shirts and 
collars, poplin ties, ropes, nets, twine, tobacco, whiskey and pottery 
(as well as the products of the engineering industry to which reference 
is made below) have long been among Northern Ireland’s other 
valuable exports. 


Changing Pattern of Trade 


The linen industry has had to face severe competition from synthetic 
fibres, but the industry has not hesitated to move with the times and 
has itself developed an important rayon section. Also, though they 
are still relatively small industries, the production and export of 
rayon yarn, nylon stockings, hosiery, carpets, woollen and miscel- 
laneous textile goods have grown notably in post-war years, largely 
by the setting up of new plants. 

In no field has there been greater progress and development than 
in the engineering industries, among which are to be found some of 
Northern Ireland’s oldest and best known firms, as well as many of 
the newcomers established under the industrial development pro- 
gramme. The output of the industry during 1953 was of the order of 
£60 million and of this the value of goods exported from the United 
Kingdom was about {11 million. Since then there has been a steady 
and substantial growth in the output of the engineering industries. 
The most important of them is shipbuilding, ships of all classes being 
constructed at the Belfast shipyards of Messrs. Harland & Wolff 
Limited, for service throughout the world. While not without its 
difficulties, the shipbuilding industry in Northern Ireland has of 
recent years turned out a growing volume of work. Three large new 
passenger liners have recently been ordered by the Royal Mail Line 
which will do much to keep the yards busy for some years ahead. 


Apart from shipbuilding and the aircraft industry — which, since 
its establishment in the Province in 1937, has rapidly become a —. 
industry — about 90 firms are engaged in other engineering work. A 
world-wide trade in textile machinery has long been carried on. Other 
valuable exports include machinery for every stage in the preparation 
of the tea leaf, tea factory buildings complete with power units, and 
heating, ventilation and drying plants for various types of industry. 


Some Representative Achievements 


It would be impossible within the compass of one article to include 
reference to all the industries of the Province, but an attempt has been 
made to mention some of the more important of them. ‘The progress

which are mainly as written by the firms themselves. 


Linen for Dollars 


The Ulster Weaving Company Limited has an affiliated group 
of companies which constitute a vertical organization comprising flax 
growing, processing, spinning, weaving, bleaching, finishing and 
marketing, and give employment to about 3,000 persons. In the 
post-war years the rapid growth of man-made fibres and fabrics made 
necessary a realistic attitude if the natural products were to survive. 
Stocks of world flax had been largely absorbed in the war effort and 
scarcity of raw material was for a time a serious handicap to the 
recovery of valuable export markets. In a world hungry for textiles, 
when many firms took the easy path and turned to manufacturing 
other fabrics, this company pinned its faith to linen, firmly convinced 
that a fibre and fabric which had stood the test of centuries was 
capable of holding its place anywhere in the world to-day. 


The policy of the company has always been based on full employ- 
ment for its workpeople and the utmost use is made of the piece-rate 
system with incentive bonuses to effect high productivity and low-cost 
production. Work study is an essential requirement and a policy of 
youth-selection and training occupies a place of pre-eminent im- 
portance at top management level. The absolute necessity of a 
thrusting policy in selling its products is recognized the 
organization. A subsidiary marketing company which covers all the 
States in the U.S.A. has its headquarters in New York, while agents 
throughout the world are visited regularly by directors of the company. 


The company’s total output of linen amounts to over 100 miles 
weekly, covering a wide variety of merchandise from coarse to fine 
linen, in plain, dobby and jacquard weaves distributed over some 
seventy markets. Specialization in linens for the Latin American 
markets had always been a strong pre-war side of activity, but as 
currency difficulties in Argentina and Brazil led to import restrictions 
the company increased its efforts in the United States and Canada 
and almost 83 per cent. of its exports now find their way to these and 
other dollar markets.

With this in view the company has completed the conversion

machinery, and precision parts for aircraft and motor cars. 


Since the war an extensive re-equipment programme has been 
carried out and the company now has a most modern research unit 
at its mill near Lisburn. 


On the selling side there has been a consolidation of the company’s 
world-wide interests. Conditions to-day demand the closest study of 
individual markets. To this end, representatives from Head Office 
maintain close contact with the day-to-day problems of the export 
trade by perindic visits to agency establishments in all parts of the 
world, 


Ropes, Cords, Lines, Twines 


The Belfast Ropework Company Limited, the well-known firm 
of cordage manufacturers, is now fully equipped for the production 
of all clisses of ropes, cords, lines and twines not only from natural 
fibres but also from synthetic fibres such as nylon and terylene. It has 
just installed a complete new unit for the production of baler twine 
and is now in a position to compete successfully in the markets of the 
world in this and the wide variety of other articles produced. 


Its venture into the weaving of matting from sisal has met with 
great success and further looms are in the course of erection to fulfil 
the demand created. A good trade has been done with Continental 
countries, South America and the West Indies, and a market has also 
been found in New Zealand and Mauritius. Owing to currency 
restrictions in some markets, such as South America, the firm is 
obliged to seek new outlets and additional markets have been found 
on the Continent, in Russia and Yugoslavia. For all departments the 
fitm’s exports to the North American Continent show an increase 
over pre-war of 20 per cent; whilst on the Continent of Europe the 
increase is somewhat of the same order. Exports generally have 


assumed a’ greater importance in the outlook of the company. 
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Courtaulds at Carrickfergus 


Courtaulds Limited, whose plant at Carrickfergus is one of the 
largest industrial units in Northern Ireland is one of the many new 
firms that have been established there in recent years. Sir John 
Hanbury Williams, Chairman of Courtaulds Limited, describes this 
development as the firm’s major post-war project and goes on to say: 

‘Before the end of the war we decided that as soon as possible we would 
build a new rayon plant which would undoubtedly involve us in the 
expenditure of several million pounds. This decision required the careful 
examination of several possible sites, and as a result of our investigations 
we decided to go to Northern Ireland. We opened in Carrickfergus, near 
Belfast, in 1950. Here, our 1,200 employees are turning out well over 
17,000,000 Ib. of rayon yarn per annum and are also making the sulphuric 
acid and carbon disulphide used in the process. Our experience since 1950 
has shown us that we were right in assv ning that labour, both men and 
women, was keen and plentiful and that we would have no difficulty in 
maintaining a three-shift system non-stop throughout the year. Thanks to 
Northern Ireland’s sound manufacturing tradition, absenteeism and labour 
turnover are negligible, and we find that after training to our specialized 
requirements, labour is just as good as in any other of our factories in the 
United Kingdom. The products are very well received by the textile trade. 
The Government of Northern Ireland gave us every assistance. In particular 
they solved for us the formidable problem of providing many millions of 
gallons of water a week and disposing of the effluent, and were most helpful 
over questions of transport across the Irish Sea.’ 

The Carrickfergus plant has enabled Courtaulds to take full 
advantage of post-war opportunities in overseas as well as home 
markets. The viscose rayon textile yarn produced is exported direct 
or woven into high quality fabrics which sell abroad in the piece or as 
made-up goods. The viscose tyre yarn is twisted into tyre cord and 
built into tyres which are also exported either singly or on motor 
vehicles. The factory of Dunlop Cotton Mills Limited at London- 
derry takes the tyre yarn from Carrickfergus. The yarn is taken from 
the spindles of the Courtauld’s plant and placed on trolleys which are 
wheeled into the lorry bound for Londonderry. The trolleys are run

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straight off the lorry on to the weaving floor at Dunlop Cotton Mills 
where the yarn is ready to be fed direct to the looms. Thus the raw 
material is moved along the chain of manufacture with the minimum 
of handling and without the expense and delays of packing and 
unpacking which are so frequently necessary when two separate 
industrial entities are concerned with the manufacture of the finished 
produce. 


Irish Poplin 


As an example of a traditional craft industry successfully meeting 
stiff competition we may cite Irish poplin. Poplin has been woven in 
Ireland since its introduction by Huguenot refugees in the seventeenth 
century, but the industry was not carried on in Northern Ireland 
until 1926 when Richard Atkinson & Company Limited established 
a factory in Belfast. It is still woven on hand looms in the traditional 
way of natural silk and fine worsted, and i it is sold in the form of Royal 
Irish Poplin ties and scarves in men’s shops wherever high quality 
men’s wear is sold. Every. tie or scarf is hand-cut and hand-tailored, 
but, although the weaving is carried out in the traditional way, the 
firm is alive to the importance of design, and» its resident agents in 
nearly every country in the world are regularly supplied with a wide 
choice of new designs. In the better-class men’s wear trade, for which 
these ties and scarves are made, principally in those countries where 
the standard of living is high, the sales of Atkinson’s Royal Irish 
poplin ties and scarves are not only maintained but are steadily 
increasing. Twenty years ago, 45 per cent. of the total production of 
the factory at Belfast was exported: in the years. since the war the 
percentage of output exported has grown and has now reached the 
record figure of 70 per cent. 


Ships and Aircraft 


The shipbuilding and engineering works of Messrs. Harland & 
Wolff Limited, in Belfast, is believed to be the largest single unit of 
its kind in the world. Including the dry-docks the works cover a total 
area of 300 acres. On 24 occasions, the establishment has headed the 
returns of tonnage output of shipbuilding firms throughout the world 
and, at the present time, provides employment for more than 20,000 
workers. The shipyards are equipped for the construction of ships of 
all classes and particularly for the building of large passenger vessels. 
Ships completed in recent years have included aircraft-carriers, 
cruisers, passenger liners, cargo ships, big oil-tank vessels, whale-oil 
factory ships and cross-Channel vessels. 


Of more recent growth is the aircraft industry, which began in 
Northern Ireland when Short Brothers of Rochester combined with 
Harland and Wolff to, form the firm of Short Brothers & Harland 
Limited. For half a century the name of Shorts has been associated 
with aeronautics, and techniques which the firm pioneered and 
perfected have become general throughout the industry. The company, 
which boasts the proud title ‘the first manufacturers of aircraft in the 
world,’ has changed its home many times — from Battersea to the 
Isle of Sheppey, on to Leysdown, to Rochester (the home of the 
famous Empire Class flying boats) and, finally, to Belfast. Although 
the foundation for this last move had been laid in 1936, it was not 
until 1948 that the Company finally. transferred its headquarters to 
Belfast and set about building up the aircraft industry in Northern 
Ireland. 


How well it has succeeded can be judged from the fact that the 
Short organization is to-day the second largest industrial unit in the 
Province, employing more than 10,000 personnel. Premises in 
Northern Ireland occupy an area of wéll-over thirée million square 
feet and, in addition to the main works at Queen's Island, six subsidiary 
factories have been established. Post-war development has been made 
possible by the production facilities which the company enjoys and by 
the programme of modernization and development which it operates. 
Ideal facilities for both;land- and water-based aircraft exist literally 
at the end of the Queen’s Island assembly lines. Belfast Lough provides 
a natural flying boat harbour that is among the finest in the world, and 
Sydenham aerodrome, with a 2,000-yard main runway, is capable of 
accommodating the largest airliners by night or day. Large numbers of 
Short-built aircraft are operating abroad, Sealand amphibians are in 
service with the Indian Navy and many foreign private operators. 
Solent flying boats form the fleet of the Aquila Airways Company, 
maintaining services from Southampton to Madeira, Portugal, Canary 
Islands, Italian. Riviera and a summer. service to Capri Jn. South 
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relates to the manufacture of coffe 
firm markets a complete range. ; 

The ‘Sirocco’ trade mark appests in most 
activity —e.g. on fans in a wide variety of types 
installations for air conditioning, ey. drying, 
heating and ventilating; mechanical boiler 
collection; steam, flume and vapour removal. An ex 
air heaters, as well as air washers, pneumatic 
blowers and exhaustcrs and portable industrial vacuum cleaners are 
also manufactured. Much business has been placed with ‘Sirocco’ by 
the National Coal Board for large ventilating fans, and the firm 
supplied the coats fans used in the heating and air conditioning 
of the new House of 8 in London.

From a small beginning the Works have grown rapidly; 
cover 12 acres and employ 1,200 men locally. Abroad there. are 
subsidiary companies in South Africa and Australia, a large branch 
im Ceylon and agents in most countries of the world. In the ten years 
since 1946 the Company's output has increased by 60 per cent. while 
its labour force has increased by 75 per cent. 


New Engineering 
Although most of the imporient firms in the engineering industry 
are long established, the scope of the industry has been broadened in 
recent years by the introduction of a number of new undertakings 
engaged in the manufacture ot accounting machinery (much of which 
is for export), electrical goods, radios, metal cans and a variety of 
precision: and light engineering products. The most recent of the 
new industries include the manufacture of rock-boring drill heads by

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The Hughes Tool Company Limited (from Texas) in a factory at 
Castlereagh and of turbine blades by the British Thomson-Houston 
Company Limited at Larne. ‘The latter company is already em- 
ploying 1,100 persons and expects almost to treble that number in the 
next few years when the production of turbo-alternators, for which 
a new factory has ‘just been completed, has been fully developed. 
A high proportion of these turbines is destined for overseas markets. 

Corran Works Limited, one of the companies in the Pye Group, 
was established in Larne in 1947 to cater for the expanding export 
market for radio receivers. The company has pursued a policy of 
continual expansion since construction of the first factory was 
completed nine years ago. The original plan was to employ 350 people, 
but to-day’s total is already 800 and a very considerable expansion to 
the factory has only just been completed. Th hout this period 
the accent has always been on ‘export’ and, i ith most electronic 
equipment, radio receivers have to be specifically designed to cater 
for the different operating conditions and climates in various parts 
of the world. The company has now starte } television production as 
well as radios, and looks forward to an expanding export market. 


Toys and Prams 


In 1945 Lines Bros. (Ireland) Limited (makers of ‘Pedigree’ 
prams and “Tri-ang’ toys) began production in Belfast. Mr. Walter 
Lines, interviewed on his company’s ten years’ experience of manufac- 
turing in Northern Ireland, says: 

“We went there in 1945 because we could not get enough labour in 
Britain. The Northern Ireland Government offered us much practical 
help ~a Government factory was ready, hard cash towards machinery, 
extra supplies of steel and other raw materials. We found that the labour 
came up fo expectations. Our labour relations are pretty good and now all 
our employees except the Works Manager are local people. We have found 
the Northern Ireland worker adaptable, very ready to learn, and with peat 
supervision he compares favourably with workers over here. We did not 
encounter any n problems of consequence. Indeed, we were able 
to introduce new methods, machines and a conveyor system, with full 
co-operation of workers and the unions. The factory in Belfast is the only 
one in the Group making animals on wheels, which have proved to be a 
most successful line. The manufactute of prams — another product — 
always gives rise to a tricky transport problem because they are difficult to 
pack. Our Belfast factory serves our markets in the north of England and 
Scotland and with careful planning we keep transport costs down to an 
economic level. Our venture in Northern Ireland has been so worthwhile 
that a large extension is now being built.’ 

At the outset, in 1946, all products made in Belfast were absorbed 
by the home trade. This was felt to be a right policy while the operators 
were being trained. In view of their adaptability, however, this stage 
in the factory’s development did not last very long and it was soon 
possible to export a growing proportion of the output. New lines were 
continually added to the goods made in Belfast, and to-day the 
factory is producing a very satisfactory proportion of the Group’s 
products including soft toys, metal toys and baby carriages. In view 
of the difficulties of obtaining an adequate labour force in the English 
factories the entire manufacture of some products has been transferred 
to the Belfast works.’ The value of the exports to practically every 
country in the world of products made in Northern Ireland has grown 
steadily and now represents a very worthwhile percentage of the 
Company’s total export achievement. In the last three years before 
the war, the total of toys from the United Kingdom averaged 
£442,000 per year. ntly the exports from the firm’s factories at 
home have exceeded £2,000,000 a year, to which must be added the 
value of goods assembled in its overseas factories. The Company 
estimates its sales abroad at something over £4,000,000 a year. 


Tobacco Manufacture 


The manufacture of tobacco was one of the early industrial 
developments in Northern Ireland, and it is Belfast’s boast that 
Gallaher’s huge factory in York Street is one of the largest tobacco 
factories in the world, while the firm is one of the most important in 
the trade. We have selected, however, the story of another firm —

Amongst these new activities was carpet-making, which 
has close links with the textile trades. Although Northern Ireland had 
for generations been a centre of the textile industry, carpet-making 
was not begun until 1938, when a member of a family already well-

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Eastern Caribbean’s Growing Market for Industrial 
Equipment and Consumer Goods

‘TTHE CARIBBEAN, whose name formerly conjured up a picture of 
buccaneers and Spanish doubloons and, more recently, sun-drenched, 
palm-fringed shores, stee! bands and calypsos, is now rapidly acquiring 
in many manufacturing countries a pe less picturesque but still 
attractive significance as a growing market for a wide range of industrial 
equipment.and consumer goods. 

The United Kingdom, for many years the traditional supplier of 
much of the manufactured needs of this area, still retains her position 
as by far the largest individual supplier but it must be borne in mind 
that this position is to some extent maintained by the operation of 
preferential tariffs and currency controls and would certainly be 
seriously threatened if the latter were removed. To-day, Britain is 
faced withsevere competition in this area from many sources, including 
nearby North America, Western Europe, India, Hong Kong and Japan. 

The British Eastern. Caribbean area, with which this article is 
concerned, includes the Islands of Trinidad and Tobago, Barbados, 
‘The Leeward Islands (Antigua, St. Kitts-Nevis, ences aya the 
British Virgin Islands), The Windward Islands (Grenada, St. Vincent, 
St. reas and Dominica) and dlso the mainland territory of British 
Guiana. The total population of this widely scattered area is estimated 
to be in the neighbourhood of 2 million and comprises a wide range 


of racial elements including , East Indian, Chinese and 
African. Thus, it will be readily i that, even in consumer 
goods alone, the range and variety of demand is very extensive. 


Moreover, there has been, since the war, a marked and continuing 
development of secondary industries, especially in the three largest 
territories of Trinidad, Barbados and British Guiana, some further 
details of which will be mentioned later in this article in respect of the 


Many of the smaller islands in the area, owing to their size, or 
geographical or climatic conditions, may still be unable to depart far 
from their traditional role as producers of agricultural specialities such 
as bananas, sugar, rice, cocoa, citrus and spices but they are constantly 
efideavouring to improve the standard of their crops and their method 
of production and’ distribution. oe 
Even these smaller islands, however, are to-day turning their atten 
Ree epssenicn see pei visage tay Fro iy ah cermper 
avoid over-reliance on a narrow agricultural economy and the risks 
which the latter could suffer from a fall in world prices for their own 
particular products or from a crop failure due, for example, to the 
incidence of hurricanes in the area.

technical training,;-and it will be possible better to visualize the 
strength of this North American influence and potential competition, 
’ ig to competition from other sources, there has been during 
the last two or three years, an increasing numberof commercial visitors 


to the area from Europe and the Far East, examining the market (in 
some cases reviving pre-war contacts), soliciting orders and appointing 
agents. It has been reported in many quarters that se of these 
firms are offering considerably better deliveries than our own and the 
added inducement of higher rates of commission for agents. Their 
efforts. have met with consi success. Thus, in the case of 
Trinidad, for example, the volume of imports from Hong Kong in 
1955, which reached about $2-5 million (£500,000), 
nearly two-and-a-half times the figure reached in 1952. In the same 
period, in British Guiana, Germany managed to raise her share of the 
total import trade to nearly three times her 1952 figure, i.e., from 
about $645,000 (£129,000) to well over $1,860,000 (£372,000). 


Tourism 


One aspect of potential business in the Eastern Caribbean on which 
it is as well to an eye, is tourism, though this applies at present 
only ‘to @ few of the territories: Those islands, however, to which 
tourism is a possibility, are devoting‘a great deal of thought and pre- 
paring to spend a lot of money in developing this highly profitable 
industry. Barbados and Trinidad, the two best-favoured islands in the 
area in this respect, both have plans for extensive hotel developments, 
the opening up, by road construction, of suitable but hitherto not 
easily accessible beauty spots andthe removal of some of the more 
unattractive blots on otherwise pleasant landscapes. If a serious tourist 
traffic results from these efforts it is important that United Kingdom 
manufacturers should not regard it as merely an opening for cheap 
souvenir goods. It is true that souvenir lines can prove remunerative 
if good and in sufficient quantity but it should be borne in mind that 
the wealthy tourists from the United States and Canada and the even 
nearer neighbours from Venezuela, have real money to spend and it 
is at these people that the Caribbean tourist centres will be aiming. 
For example, the United States Customs regulations permit their 
tourists, on returning to the States, to bring in very considerable values 
of goods ‘duty-free’ and many of them would be interested in buying 
while touring, a wide range of high-class goods which, because of the 
duty concession on return, they would be able to acquire at prices 
well below what they would have to pay at home. 


Such things as high-class china and glass, jewellery, leather goods, 
clothing (e.g. cashmeres and tweeds) etc., are greatly sought after in 
some of the longer established tourist centres such as Bermuda and, 
although it cannot be said that the Eastern Caribbean yet offers any 
really comparable volume of business along those lines, it is a market 
which will almost certainly develop if Trinidad and Barbados succeed 
in their efforts to attract the wealthy tourist in considerable numbers, 
and the position is well worth watching. With British goods of high 
quality entering these, islands at preferential tariff rates of duty, it can 
be. seen that our manufacturers: might well, in such circumstances, 
develop quite a useful, indirect, ‘dollar export’ business through these 
tourist centres. That, however, it must be stressed, is a long-range, 
prospect which might take a few years to materialize. 


A Wider Export Market 
In addition to’ the’ incréased interest being displayed in exportin 
goods to the Eastern Caribbean, the growirit importance of the forded

Some notes regarding the individual territories may be of interest. 


Trinidad 


Trinidad (with Tobago) whose area is 1,980 square miles, is the 
largest and economically the most important of the islands in the area, 
though itself very small in comparison with the mainland Colony of 
British Guiana. The total population of about 698,000. is made up of 
the following racial constituents: European (3 per cent.); Asian 
(35 per cent.) ; African (47 per cent.); Coloured or mixed (14 per cent.); 
Chinese (1 per cent.). 


The principal towns are Port of Spain, San Fernando and Arima. 


The island’s principal industry is oil, which is not only drilled there, 
but also imported crude in large quantities from Venezuela and refined 
and re-exported. After oil and petroleum products, the principal local 
exports are sugar, cocoa, and asphalt products (from the famous Pitch 
Lake in the south of the island). The production of bananas, rice and 
citrus and several other crops is being steadily developed. 


External communications are good, both by sea and air. The 
principal port, Port of Spain, has a large harbour, good deep-water 
berths and cargo sheds, and the dock-side handling facilities are kept 
continually under review to enable them to cope with the growing 
volume of traffic. There are at least 10 international airlines serving 
the airport at Piarco, where new airport buildings are shortly to be 
constructed. 


The government-owned railway system was recently the subject of 
a report by an adviser from the United Kingdom, who examined the 
whole of the island’s transport system. His report recommended the 
gradual abolition of the railway during the next few.years and the 
increased use of road transport services. The Colony’s current 5-Year 
Development Programme, recently published, makes provision for 
very extensive road developments. 


Other development plans include the building of new schools, 
hospitals, police stations and Government offices and, in addition, 
there is much planning of hotel building and slum clearance as well 
as a lot of commercial and residential building. 


The cost of living and wages seem here, as elsewhere, to pursue 
their familiar upward spiral, and wage awards for large blocks of 
organized workers, both in:Government service and private employ- 
ment (followed by increases to similar classes'in most other employ- 
ments) appear to have maintained the level of the purchasing power 
of most of the population in the ‘last couple of years, while the general 
standard of living seems to be improving and there is a growing taste 
for better quality consumer goods. Price, however, is still a dominant 
factor with the great bulk of the population. 


In the commercial field; there has been a tendency in recent years 
for some firms to over-stock, with resultant difficulties in meeting their 
commitments in some cases.’ A more conservative credit policy, 
introduced simultaneously by the local Banks some 18 months or so 
ago, though scarcely justifying the description of ‘a ‘credit squeeze’, 
was designed to discourage care-free over-optimism on the part of 
some sections of the community. This rs to have beeneffected 
without serious difficulty though # few: “toh felt the effects of 
the so-called ‘squeeze’ rather severely ‘and there have followed a 
few minor liquidations and ‘arrangements’, as was to be expecied, 
On the whole, however, this policy has probably been to the beriefit 
of the Colony though unfortunate for such overseas firms as were 
involved.

Perhaps the largest individual project at present is the new deep- 
water harbour, work on which was recomime some time ago and 
is now to proceed. This should undoubtedly contribute much to the 
commercial and ‘tourist’ development of the island. 

In addition to the local industrial activities mentioned above, 
petroleum products are refined and there are some foundries, a steam 
cooperage and a gas works. The distribution of the Colony’s natural 
gas is in the hands of the Gas Company who purchase it in its natural 
state from the Natural Gas Corporation and retail it to customers. 
Another interesting and developing industry is the catching and 
canning of flying-fish. 

The Barbados Electricity Supply Corporation Ltd., has a concession 
to supply the whole island with light and power, but some outlying 
districts are not yet linked up. 


Leeward Islands 


The Leeward Islands comprise Antigua, St. Kitts- Nevis, Montserrat 
and the British Virgin Islands. The total land area of the group is about 
422 square miles and there is a total population estimated at about 
126,000. 

In 1955, exports to the United Kingdom amounted to a little over 
£2-2 million while imports from Britain that year reached a total 
figure of £1-9 million, including vehicles, machinery, fertilizers, 
clothing, provisions, piece-goods, hardware, drugs and medicines. 
The principal local products are: sugar, molasses, cotton, limes, other 
fruits and vegetables, coconuts, salt and some livestock. 

Air communications between the islands and the rest of the Caribbean 
area are improving and, in June 1956, an inter-island air service was 
inaugurated by the newly-formed Leeward Islands Air Transport Co. 
Ltd., in Antigua. 

Also in Antigua, a local firm was recently granted ‘pioneer status’ 
for the production of pottery-ware (both ornamental and utilitarian) 
and tiles and bricks, while another ‘pioneer’ industry established in the 
itland is for the manufacture of arrowroot starch. 

In St. Kitts, the manufacture of rum, and also of turkish towels, 
pyjamas, shirts, ladies’ underwear and nightgowns, blouses, and nylon 
stockings has been accorded ‘pioneer status’ during the last few months, 
with the customs facilities and tax concessions which such status 


| iindwerd lelends 


The Windward Islands group (Grenada, St. Vincent, St. Lucia and 
Dominica) has a total land area of about 820 square miles and an 
estimated population of some 308,000. Their trade with the United 
Kingdom amounted in 1955 to just over £3-5 million exported and a 
little more than £2 million worth of United Kingdom goods imported. 
The latter conformed to the general pattern of requirements for 
communities of this kind, with the accent on consumer goods. 

Some of their principal exports are: 

Grenada: Cocoa, spices, bananas, cotton and cotton seed. 

St. Vincent: Arrowroot, and arrowroot starch, copra, sea-island 
cotton, spices. 

St. Lucia: Sugar, coconut products, cocoa and bananas. 

Dominica: Copra, cocoa, bananas, rum, essential oils, fruit 
juices. 

In Grenada, the following local industries have been granted 
‘pioneer status’: confectionery, macaroni and vermicelli. 

St. Vincent has won world-wide fame for its arrowroot and about 
30 factories exist there for producing this starch food. A new, modern 
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factory was opened early this year, equipped with German machinery, 
and it is intended. to build three or four more as soon as. possible. 

In St. Lucia, efforts are beg concentrated on cocoa production and 
a 10-year plan envisages the raising of the cocoa acreage by 300 acres 
annually. Sugar production is also receiving much encouragement and 
an increasing use of fertilizers is intended. Bananas and dressed timber 
are other products to which a lot of attention is being paid and more 
land is being opened up for the purpose by the construction of new 
roads and bridges. 

Dominica is improving its banana production and it is expected 
that additional shipping space may need to be provided to deal with 
the increased amount of fruit to be moved. As in most of the area, 
housing and other building developments continue and there is a 
demand for building materials. 

Many United Kingdom firms have enjoyed long and satisfactory 
connections with the Caribbean market and know it well. There are 
many others, however, whose activities there have been somewhat 
haphazard and whose local representation is either non-existent or in 
need of enlivening. To the latter, the best advice is to make, without 
delay, a careful review of their business with this area, to consider 
whether they are, in fact, obtaining the maximum business and the 
best possible representation and, if the volume of potential business 
seems to justify such a step, to pay an early visit to the territories 
themselves. A far clearer appreciation of the needs and peculiarities of 
the market, the competition to be met and the suitability or efficiency 
of an agent, can generally be acquired by a personal visit (by a know- 
ledgeable member of the firm) than is possible from any amount of 
letter-writing or report-reading. 

To any United Kingdom firms, whether new entrants to this market 
or desirous of reviewing existing conditions or their distribution 
arrangements, the services of the Board of Trade are available either 
on approach to the Department in London or its Regional Offices, 
or by direct approach to the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner 
in Port of Spain, who covers the British Eastern Caribbean area, and 
any enquiries designed to increase Britain’s share of export business 
to these territories will always be welcomed.

Go Overseas __ 
By Ruth Leonard, B.Sc. (Econ. ), Assistant Secretary, Oversea Service 


NO LONGER is it true to say that the world i is our oyster — misquota- 
tion though it be - for us to open in our Own time, and at our own 
convenience, with such exports as we are prepared to spare from the 
home market, and distributed by those with little or no knowledge 
of overseas customers and their particular requirements. ‘The very 
life of this country, perhaps even of the home market itself, depends 
upon a healthy overseas trade; and with the fierce international 
competition with which we are now faced, for both goods and services, 
a very different attitude to the whole question of overseas markets is 
essential. 

In the first place, those engaged in providing both goods and 
services abroad, whether for private firms or for overseas Govern- 
ments, are of paramount importance. People count, as much as the 
goods they are trying to sell, and the factories and public works of all 
kinds that they are constructing— from Hong Kong, right across 
free Asia and Tropical Africa to the Caribbean and Latin America. 
No self-respecting firm sends out untrained salesmen within the 
confines of the British Isles, untrained in the varying approach needed 
for a small country store in the West of England, or a ‘Tyneside 
shipping firm, or a big Scottish woollen mill. Yet all these potential 
customers have much the same background and traditions as the 
salesman himself, the same British heritage of law, customs, industrial 
development, trading principles and religious tenets. 

But send him overseas perhaps for the first time, with no special 
preparations, to countries with a growing national consciousness 
where he may, willy-nilly, become caught up in the confusing cross- 
currents of contemporary international politics, as in the Middle 
East, Tropical Africa or South-East Asia, and the effect may not only 
be bewildering personally but disastrous to good trade and business 
and to Government relationships, Without trying to understand the 
land, the. recent history, and the aspirations. of. our prospective 
customers.— whether for sewing thread or self-government, bicycles 
or banks, adding machines or adult suffrage — we shall lose the race 
for new international markets. And some would say we shall deserve 
to; for partnership, co-operation and understanding are now factors 
without which we are unlikely even to survive in the world, for trade 
or anything else. Yet the remedy, really a simple one, is in our own 
hands. 


Introducing a New Service 


We have, in this country, an unrivalled store of experience in 
the art of living among other peoples, and could, if we would, draw 
on an infinity of knowledge and practice from those who have opened 
up the world for trade and industrial development. But to ‘hand on 
the fruits of this experience to the present generation of young men 
and women is a need which demands a special effort, because of new 
conditions in a radically changed post-war world. 

To try to meet this need, a series of introductory courses under 
the general title of “Training for Responsible Partnership Abroad,’ 
is offered by Oversea Service. The courses are largely informative: 
but they are also designed to awaken in those going abroad a double 
realization, firstly that they carry with them, whether they appreciate 
it or not, a representative responsibility for all that is meant by our 
Western Christian civilization, and secondly that partnership is now 
the essence of satisfactory work in the many countries of the un- 
committed world. 


The subjects covered by the courses are studied under four 
main heads: World Forces (economic, cultural and ideological), 
dealing with trade and commerce, history and government, and the 
main religions and cultures of the countries; the British Heritage 
(what do we represent abroad?) dealing with our technical and pro- 
fessional skills, standards of commercial ‘integrity, human_ “sag 
in indus , and our historical background; Race and

ards and customs of behaviour, a home, emphasising diferent and 
for social service and community development work, particularly for 
wives, and other practical details. 

The courses are residential, last for 6 or 7 days, and are held at 
the headquarters of Oversea Service, at Moor Park College, Farnham, 
Surrey. Each course is devoted to a particular region, e.g., East, 
West or Central Africa; the Middle East; the Far East or South 
East Asia; India, Pakistan and Ceylon; the Caribbean and Latin 
Amertica. No courses, are held for people going to work in Europe, 
the United States of America or the so-called “White Dominions.’ 
Courses take place about once a fortnight, throughout the year, and 
are specially planned, as the need arises, within the broad regions 
referred to — e.g. for Northern Nigeria or the Central African Federa- 
tion, within Africa; for Burma, within South-East Asia; for the 
Argentine, within Latin America. For each course the fee, made 
possible by administrative grants from Government and Trusta, is 
fifteen guineas, plus a two guinea registration fee. 

A feature of the course is the large number of speakers with special, 
recent and first-hand knowledge of their subjects; government, 
business, the professions and the churches are all represented. There 
is ample opportunity for questions and discussion, both with the 
great variety of speakers, and with the foreign Nationals who are 
always specially invited. 


Diversity of Regions and Occupations 

Since January, 1954, and up to theend of October, 1956, 44 courses 
have been held, with a total attendance of 568 students, of whom 338 
have gone to Africa (mainly to Nigeria and British East Africa), 
the next highest total being 62 to the Middle East, from a total of 5 
courses for that region. A large diversity of occupations is covered 
by the students who have attended the courses, the largest category 
consisting of 118 men in banking; with 83 in management, production 
and sales; 80 in engineering; 45 (both men and women) in education; 
and smaller numbers in agriculture; magistracy, law and government 
administration; medical, nursing and health services; voluntary 
organizations; police; stenography; and transport. 

The, fact that 88 wives and. fiancees have been to the courses 
serves to emphasize the growing a of employers that wives 
should be as well briefed as husbands in the complicated occupation 
of living and working satisfactorily abroad. Great care is normally 
expended on choosing a firm's overseas representative, whether for 
permanent or temporary posting, but it may well be f that 
a man’s wife is as much a representative as he is ~and the 
man, not the employer, chooses the wife!

Customs and Excise Import and 
Export Lists 


THE ATTENTION of importers and exporters is drawn to the recently 
published official Import and Export Lists setting out the classified 
description under which, as from January 1, 1957, goods are to be 
entered with the Customs and Excise Department,.* 

The classification used in the Lists follows the same pattern as 
that used in the Lists for 1956 based on the Standard International 
Trade. Classification of the United Nations. 

Particular attention is drawn to the new or amended headings 
in both Lists, which are marked with an asterisk, and also to the 
list on pages vi to xxii of the Import List of headings which appeared 
in 1956 but have been deleted from the List for 1957. The descriptions 
under which these goods are now to be declared on Customs Import 
entries are shown. 

These Lists contain notes for the guidance of traders in the pre- 
paration by them, or by agents acting on their behalf, of the 
appropriate document required by law to be lodged with the Customs 
and Excise Department for goods imported into or exported from 
the United Kingdom. Traders are again reminded that it is from 
these documents that the Statistical Office of the Customs and Excise 
Department compile the statistics of the external trade of the United 
Kingdom, which are published by the Stationery Office monthly 
in an abridged form in the Trade and Navigation Accounts, and in 
full detail in the Annual Statement of Trade. It is, therefore, of vital 
importance for the accuracy of the published statistics that the 
information given and declared on the Customs Import entry and 
on the Export Shipping Bill or Specification shall be both full and 
accurate, with particular regard to the following: 

Goods must be described in accordance with the appropriate 
classification prescribed in the Import or Export List. 

The technical or trade names and descriptions under which 
the goods are ordinarily bought or sold must be given. It is not 
sufficient to show catalogue number only. 

The quantities in terms of the unit or units shown in the 
Import or Export List must be given. Where a weight unit 
is specified the net weight of the goods, i.e. exclusive of packings 
and wrappings is required. 

The value must conform to the definition prescribed in the 
Import or Export List. 

In the case of exports, if not wholly of United Kingdom 
manufacture, particulars must be given of any process which 
the goods have undergone in this country. 


Full and Accurate Particulars 


It has been found that agents responsible for lodgment of entry 
on behalf of traders have frequently experienced difficulties in making 
prompt and. full declarations owing to their not having been provided 
with all the necessary information at the proper time. Merchants 
may be called upon to substantiate entered particulars by the produc- 
tion of invoices or other documents relating to the goods. The Custorns 
and Excise Act, 1952, prescribes certain penalties which may be 
incurred by failure to supply full and accurate particulars, as required, 
on Customs documents. The Board of Trade and the Customs and 
Excise Department urge on all manufacturers, merchants and agents 
that the fullest information for correct entry of goods shall be made 
readily available. 

The majority of Trade Associations and Export Groups are 
familiar with the ks ie amy Import and Export List classifications 
of their particular p . Traders are, therefore, recommended 
in cases of doubt to refer to their Trade Association or Export Group 
or to the Customs and Excise Department for guidance as to Import 
or Export List requirements.

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Monopolies Commission Report on Some Industrial 
and Medical Gases 


THE MONOPOLIES AND RESTRICTIVE PRACTICES COMMISSION’S 
Repo:t on the supply of certain industrial and medical gases was 
published on Wednesday by H.M. Stationery Office, price 6s. Od. 
(By post 6s. 4d.) 

The Commission’s terms of reference covered three gases: oxygen, 
dissolved acetylene and propane. 


Oxygen: Dissolved Acetylene 


The Commission find that the conditions to which the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, applies 
prevail in respect of the supply of oxygen and the supply of dissolved 
acetylene, as British Oxygen Co. Ltd. (B.O.C.), and its subsidiaries 
account for nearly the whole supply in the United Kingdora of each 
of these gases. They find that the conditions and things done as a 
result of, or for the purpose of preserving, these conditions operate, 
and may be expected to continue to operate, against the public 
interest, unless changes are made and safeguards introduced. 


The Commission consider that they have no evidence to suggest 
that the efficiency, technical or otherwise, of B.O.C. falls below the 
standard which might reasonably be expected of a’ company of its 
standing and resources, but they do not find it possible to reach a 
definite conclusion on whether the present research activities of 
B.O.C. are adequate. In view of B.O.C.’s almost complete monopoly, 
the Commission attach great importance to a substantial effort by 
B.O.C. in the field of research. 


The Commission’s detailed conclusions and recommendations are 
as follows: 

(a) Control over plant and equipment: B.O.C. has deliberately 
sought to control the provision of oxygen plant to others in order to 
maintain its monopoly in the supply of oxygen, it is still pursuing 
this policy and it is likely to continue to do so. This policy see 
and may be expected to operate against the public interest. 
Commission comment that existing legislation does not seem “ 
provide any effective means of dealing with this situation and draw 
attention to the danger to the public interest which exists where a 
large monopoly such as B.O.C. has a substantial measure of control 
over the provision of plant and machinery for the production of goods 
which the monopoly itself sells. There is no evidence that B.O.C. 
exercises any control over the provision of plant for producing 
acetylene. 

(b) The taking over of other producers: B.O.C.’s consistent 
policy has been to take over or buy out other producers of oxygen and 
dissolved acetylene and this has been done primarily, though not 
solely, in order to extend and preserve B.O.C.’s monopoly in the 
supply of these gases. There is, however, no evidence that B.O.C. 
is at present seeking to eliminate the small amount of competition 
that remains. 

(c) The use of fighting com: : B.O,C.. inthe past concealed 
its ownership of three’ | Coritinued to trade ostensibly 
in competition with B.O.C, and one of which was used as a fighting 
company. The Commission consider that it is against the public 
interest that a monopoly such as B.O.C. should take advantage of its 
position to eliminate competitors by making local and selective price 
reductions but, as B.O.C. made its ownership of these, companies 
public in 1955, it is only necessary to recommend that B.O.C. should 
refrain from making use of fighting companies in future. 


(d) Exclusivity terms in contracts: The standard B.O.C, 
contract with the majority of its large customers lays down that the 
customers should take their total requirements of specified gases from 
B.O.C., that B.O.C. will provide and maintain any necessary apparatus 
on agreed terms and that customers will use the apparatus only in 
conjunction with gas supplied by B.O.C. ‘There is no objection to the 
rule that any apparatus supplied free by B.O.C. must be used only 
in conjunction with gas supplied by B.O.C., but the requirement 
that customers must obtain all their needs of gases, including in some 
cases gases for which the apparatus is not used at all, seems too wide 
and limits customers’ freedom of choice to an extent which is against 
the a interest. Customers should not, moreover, be forced to use 
B.O.C. apparatus in order to obtain supplies of gas but should be 
able to choose whether they buy and maintain apparatus themselves, 
hire it from B.O.C. and maintain it themselves or accept B.O.C.’s 
offer to provide and maintain it free of charge. The relevant terms in 
the contract should be amended. 

(e) Dissolved acetylene: Although B.O.C. is subject to com- 
petition from the use of generating plants operated by 
customers and from alternative processes (not using acetylene) for 
certain limited purposes, this competition leaves B.O.C.’s 
over most of the field virtually unchallenged. Conclusions (b), (c) 
and (d) above apply to dissolved acetylene as well as to oxygen. 
Nothing which B.O.C. does in respect of dissolved acetylene alone 
calls for comment in relation to the public interest. 


(f) B.O.C.’s profits and prices: Both before and since the war 
B.O.C. has aimed at and secured profits in the region of 23 to 25 
cent. on capital employed calculated on a historical cost basis. r 

making full allowance for the seller’s market which prevailed during 
most of the post-war period, B.O.C.’s profits have been unjustifiably 
high for an almost complete monopoly facing a limited financial risk. 
It follows from the conclusion 6a profits that B.O.C.’s prices for 
exygen and dissolved acetylene are too high. No evidence was 
received upon which any general finding that B.O.C.’s costs are too 
high could be based but to the extent that B.O.C.’s profits are too 
high there is scope for a reduction in the prices charged to consumers. 
Steps should be taken to prevent B.O.C. from charging prices 
will produce a higher return of profit on capital emp is 
reasonable.

with any degree of certainty what is the loss (if any) on sales of oxygen 
for medical purposes in the strict sense of the term. B.Q.C. records 
show an average loss of 11 per cent. on cost for medical oxygen in all 
forms, including liquid oxygen for high flying. There seems no 
justification for any losses sustained on the sales of medical oxygen 
being carried by industrial consumers and published price scales 
should be prepared on the same lines as recommended for industrial 
oxygen. 

The Commission consider that the company should be left with 
as much freedom as is compatible with the need to safeguard the 
public interest and that this object would best be secured by an 
arrangement under which the Board of Trade or other competent 
authority would be able to satisfy itself by periodical reviews that 
effect was being given to their recommendations. Such reviews 
should take place at intervals of two or at most three years; the Board 
should have access to all the necessary information relating to prices, 
costs, profits, etc., but the primary responsibility would rest on B.O.C. 
to show that full effect was being given to the recommendations. The 
Commission state that there is no power at present under Section 10 
of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) 
Act, 1948, or, so far as they are aware, otherwise, to enforce such 
arrangements but it is not for them to express a view as to whether 
legislation would prove to be necessary in practice. If legislation were 
contemplated, however, they suggest that the opportunity should be 
taken to place every supplier of oxygen and dissolved acetylene under 
a duty to supply any bona fide consumer at a reasonable price so long 
as supplies were available. (Two members draw attention to the 
difficulties of Governmental supervision of prices and profits and 
suggest, as an alternative to these proposals, that public ownership 
and management of the industry with a guaranteed return on capital 
invested should be considered. They regard the recommendation 
for Government supervision as an interim measure.) 


Propane 

The Commission state separately for supply by producers and 
supply by distributors their findings as to the prevalence of the 
conditions to which the Act applies. They find that the conditions 
prevail since, on the average of the years 1953, 1954 and 1955, the 
following producers were each responsible for over one-third of the 
United Kingdom supply. (The percentage figures total more than 
100 per cent. because each producer’s sales, except those of I.C.L., 
include amounts bought from other producers): 

(a) Shell Petroleum Co. Ltd., and B.P. Trading Ltd., with Eagle 
Oil and Shipping Co. Ltd., who sell through the common 
marketing agency of Shell-Mex and B.P. Ltd., which has a 
restrictive understanding with B.O.C. (about 60 per cent.); 

(b) Esso Petroleum Co. Ltd. (about 35 per cent.); 

(c) Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. (about 37 per cent.). 
About 58 per cent. of the propane supplied by producers was, more- 
over, supplied to B.O.C, and its subsidiaries. 

The conditions of the Act also prevail because B.O.C. and its 
subsidiaries accounted for about 59 per cent. and Saturn Industrial 
Gases Ltd. for about 36 per cent. of the propane supplied by 
distributors.

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Commonwealth Standards 
Problems to be Discussed 


LEADING MEMBERS from a number of nnportant British exporting 
industries are now making their final preparations before setting off 
for India, where, on January 21, the third full-scale Commonwealth 
Standards Conference to be held since the war will open in New 
Delhi. 

The main purpose of the conference will be to secure a common 
approach to, and greater alignment of, industrial standards among 
member-countries of the Commonwealth, thereby facilitating the 
flow of trade between these countries. Technical discussions will be 
held on standards. for the electrical equipment of machine tools, 
electric cables and steel, and on the co-ordination of safety require- 
ments for domestic electrical appliances. The conference will consider 
what are the further products for which alignment of Commonwealth 
standards is most urgently required. 

In sessions held to review more general questions of policy, con- 
sideration will be given, for example, to the possibility of extending 
between Commonwealth countries ‘approval’ arrangements such as 
that which now assists exporters of British electrical goods to, Canada, 
and the effects on Indian standards practice of that country’s adoption 
of the metric system and its consequence for intra~Commonwealth 
trade. 

The countries which will be represented at the conference are 
Australia, Canada, India, New Zea'nd, Pakistan, and the United 
Kingdom. ‘The British delegation wili consist of 25 representatives 
from the major British industries concerned and from the British 
Standards.

Anglo-Polish Trade Arrangements Anglo-Spanish Trade and Payments 


Concluded 


NEGOTIATIONS between representatives of the Government of 
Poland and the Government of the United Kingdom have resulted 
in the signing of a trade arrangement in Warsaw on Monday. 

The trade arrangement provides a basis for trade until the end of 
1959. Import quotas will be negotiated annually 

The arrangement provides for Polish purchases in the year ending 
December 31, 1957, — some £15} million worth of United Kingdom 
goods, including mac age ony textile manufactures, motor cars, radio 
and television equipment, chemicals, dyestuffs, fish, etc., Wand sub- 
stantial amounts of mining eqlipment and of semi-manufactured 
goods. It provides new opportunities for a number of United Kingdom 
exports. 

The arrangement provides for the issue during the same period 
of import licences up to a total big pet cage haggle: nag 
including canned ham and meat, furniture, textile 
machine tools, various etc. Provision is also made for the 
issue of licences for the import jin 1957 of up to 47,000 tons of Polish 
bacon whieh was the quantity inaported in 1956. In addition the 
United Kingdom market remains ¢ipen without restriction to imports 
of a number of Polish products such as timber, eggs, starch, etc. 

In the arrangement the two Governments undertake not to 
discriminate against each other’s shipping.

Czechoslovakia and Sweden 


AN ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL to the 1955 Trade and Payments 
Agreement between Sweden and Czechoslovakia was signed in 
Prague on November 23, and covers commodities to be exchanged 
by the two countries during the period November 1, 1956, to October 
31, 1957. The total value of the lists is about Kr. 130 millions (£1 = 
14-5 Swedish Kronor) of which Kr. 70 millions relates to Swedish 
imports and Kr. 60 millions to Czech imports. In addition, Kr. 10 
millions relates to Czech payment for freight and other invisibles.

Dumping Duty and the Sugar 
Surcharge 


UNDER the new arrangements for trade in sugar which came into 
effect on January 1, '1957, manufacturers will pay a surcharge on 
imported sugar which will be repaid in the form of a rebate on the 
sugar content on any products exported. 


The Canadian Department of National Revenue have ruled that 
where the exported product contains imported sugar this rebate may 
be treated for Canadian Customs purposes as if it were a drawback 
of United Kingdom Customs duty. This means that it will be an 
allowable deduction for dumping duty purposes only; in other words, 
that the selling price to the Canadian importer may be reduced below 
the fair market value by the amount of ‘the rebate without involving 
liability to dumping duty. The rebate is not, however, to be deducted 
from the fair market value itself, which must continue to represent 
as hitherto the price actually charged to home market customers.

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MEXICO 
New Regulations for Granting of 
| Import Permits 


NEW REGULATIONS for the granting of import permits for goods 
subject to restriction were published in the Mexican Diario 
of November 28 and entered into force 15 days after publication. 

Under, the new regulations the issue of import permits will be 
authorized by the Mexican Ministry of Economy : 

1. When the articles for which a permit is required cannot be 
substituted by others of national préduction; 

2. When those articles which may be produced in the country 
and which may substitute for those from abroad, are insufficient to 
satisfy internal consumption; 

3. When national production of the articles mentioned in the 
previous sub-paragraph is sufficient but a temporary shortage arises 
because of the interruption of production or from any other cause 
which in the opinion of the Ministry may give rise to difficulties; 

4. When the articles which may be produced in the country and 
may substitute those from abroad can only be obtained, in the opinion 
of the Ministry, under conditions which are disadvantageous for the 
purchaser in comparison with the same foreign articles in as far as 
concerns quality and delivery dates; 

5. When abnormal national or international conditions arise which 
may make it advisable for the benefit of the economy of the country 
to build up determined reserves of raw materials or manufactured 
products. 

The regulations also list the penalties which may be imposed for 
any contravention; they are: 

1. Where an import permit is necessary but has not been obtained 
and the articles are subsequently imported — a fine of from 100 to 
20,000 pesos, together with a fine equal to twice the value of the goods 
so imported. 

2. In addition to the fines, the importer may be required to remove 
the articles from the country at his: own expense, or to deliver them, 
at cost price plus duties and transport and handling charges, to ‘the 
distributors or consumers determined by the Ministry of Economy’. 

3. Where the importer fails to comply with any directive under 2 
above — a fine of from 100 to 10,000 pesos.
